“The speaker 
then went on to analyze the receipts and 
disbursements

the imaginary Irish 
budget, and for the purpose, as he said, of 
showing that Mr. Gladstone's proposal to 
maintain the fiscal unity of the Empire, 
while giving Ireland honre rule, was alto­ 
gether untrustworthy. H e then pointed 
out that the am ount which the Premier 
had named as that which Ireland would 
every year contribute, under home rule, to 
the Imperial treasury, as a contributio'n 
for the benefit of Imperial unity, was of 
an extremely illusionary and precarious 
character. Un the question of Clster, he 
asked if an Irish Government could pay its 
way it Ulster were withdrawn. That the 
English Government could not make tip its 
mind in regard to Ulster proved the almost 
insoluble character of the home rule pro­ 
ject. The Premier justified his proposals 
on the ground that there were eighty-six 
honre rulers in the House. But why should 
tire voices of eighty-six Irish members pre­ 
vail over the voices of 584 other members ?

Over and again the Kkcop.d-Union- has 
entered its protest against the clannishness 
that is manifested by many naturalized 
citizens iu maintaining, a.ssuch, distinctive 
political semi-organizations, calculated to 
distinguish them from the mass of Ameri­ 
can citizens ¡ure and simple. 
Thus, it has 
been cdmniou for the voters of several na­ 
tionalities to herd together, either in open 
organization, or bv a system equally as ef­ 
fective, to claim recognition in political 
counsels as foreigners. 
There is nothing 
but wrong and error and ill in ail such acts 
and movement-. 
W hen the demagogues 
begin to bid for popular favor, they invari­ 
ably trim their sails to catch the favoring 
breezes of the Irish vote, or the German 
vote, or the Italian vote, etc. W here these 
and other nationalities afford the politi­ 
cians the excu ;c for such hypocrisy, they' 
really offer their j oliti :tl freedom for sale- 
They expose the birth-right of citizenship 
l.y public vendue, to l>e taken by the high" 
est bidder. This whole detestable business 
tit conducting political affairs witli a view 
ol gaining the support of this laxly of 
foreign-born citizens, the countenance and 
votes of that or the other class of Ameri­ 
can citizens who once acknowledged alle­ 
giance to a foreign potentate, is base and 
vulgar and mean. 
If there is one reason 
weightier than another that should an­ 
tagonize a high-spirited foreign-born voter 
against a party, ring or candidate, it is to 
be found in the pap thrown to him as a 
foreigner to “ catch his vote,” or any con­ 
cession made to tickle the vanity of the 
spirit of his nationality. 
W e happen to 
know that the foreign-born arc rapidly 
coming to this wav of thinking—to their 
honor he it said. It is refreshing, in these 
days of hypocrisy and deceit and chicane, 
to find many evidences of this among the 
intelligent naturalized. 
It does seem to 
us that any Irishman, German, Italian, 
Slavonian or Frenchman who has a spark 
ot m anly sentiment in his composition, 
must feel insulted when a political partv 
baits a hook for his gills, with a candidate 
or a resolution put to the fore for the 
simple and only reason that the support of 
the nationality thus fished for will the 
more likely he secured. 
W ith the coming 
campaign wo shall probably find the old 
game played again, and holis to political 
kites twisted out of the vanity of the for­ 
eign-born. 
If the naturalized citizen has 
anything to he prouder of thau'his adopted 
country, it would he an interesting revela­ 
tion for him to make it known. 
If there 
is any flag that is dearer to him than the 
flag of the I nited States of America that 
protects him, he is unfit to be an Ameri­ 
can citizen, 
if he claims office or de­ 
mands recognition for any other reason 
than his fitness as an enfranchised free­ 
man, he deserves to be expelled from the 
country. 
The naturalized voters of this 
country either are American citizens iu 
good faith, or else they sought the bene­ 
fits ol free government under false pre­ 
tence, and use American citizcnsh^i as a 
disguise. 
To charge them with the latter 
motive would he to insult evcrv man 
among them. 
We like the spirit of the 
Slavonic Illyrie Society of San Francisco 
that adopted resolutions on Saturday con­ 
demning the act of a few who at a recent 
celebration 
raised over the 
American 
flag that ol Austria. 
These Slavonians 
have resolved that “ the only (lag we now 
wfcno'v '"Jge L the llag of our adoption— 
the star--;'angled banner. That the action 
o:' the committee of the Society in covering 
the American flag with the eagle of the 
IlapsG irg and Bourbons is an insult to our 
citizenship. 
* * 
* 
The Stars and 
Stripes need no covering and protection 
from any foreign flag, and that, in our 
opinion, the American flag alone should 
lie carried in 
procession and paraded 
through our streets.” 
e do not care alsitit the local issue in the 
society that evolved these resolutions, nor 
do we take into account the antipathy of 
these Slavonians to Austrian rule ; we con­ 
sider only the vigorous truth and patriot­ 
ism crystallized in the quotations we have 
made. 
It is altogether too refreshing to 
find an organization of foreigners declaring 
that the stars and stripes alone should be 
paraded in our streets, to enter into any 
consideration of the causes that brought 
out such expression. 
It may !>e that the 
latter words of the quotation go too far as 
words, but not in spirit. 
For, of course, 
the reference is not to the display of ban- 
Dv-^rs on proper occasions. 
Aud of course 
there can be no objection to fondly cherish­ 
ing the memories of fatherland, or to the 
association for charitable, social and porely 
non-political purposes of jx-ople of a com­ 
mon nationality. 
But the clannish spirit 
th at demands political favor for clan’s 
take, is at enmity with the whole purpose 
and scheme of the American system. 
There was no right-thinking American 
who did not feel humiliated, if, indeed, he 
was not insulted, in the last Presidential 
campaign, to find in political processions 
of both parties bodies of uniformed men 
who were classed by nationality. 
It was 
a mean appeal, and foreigners ought to 
feel it to be an insult to them. 
There 
is no excuse whatever for political clubs 
that part their names in the middle, one 


half indicating that they speak this, that 
or the other tongue, or that by birth or 
descent their membership is in some way 
related to monarchical or foreign systems. 
It is to lie devoutly hoped that the day 
will come, and it ought to dawn at once, 
when political parties will refuse to recog­ 
nize or contribute to any political organ­ 
ization whatever that bears the tag of a 
foreign or any distinctive nationality. An 
Irish-American, or German-American, or 
Franco-American, or native-American Ka. 
publican or Democratic organization is in­ 
sulting to the truly patriotic American 
spirit, and ought to lie hum iliating to all 
naturalized citizens, since they liecome 
such by choice and deliberately foreswore 
allegiance to foreign Governments. 
Citi­ 
zens are Americans—nothing more, noth­ 
ing less. 
There is no loftier distinction. 
Any modification of the title, any prefix­ 
ing or suffixing belittles it. 
He who con­ 
sents to wear it witli a tag upon it, con­ 
fesses to the insincerity of his patriotism. 
Half-breed Americanism is at enmity with 
the underlying principles of the Republic. 
It stimulates a false sentiment, divides 
citizens into demoralizing antagonistic 
elans, and cultivates the idea th at this Re­ 
public is nothing more than a temporary 
house of refuge, a mere abiding place, a 
Government without cohesive power, and 
composed of repellant constituents. 


“ \\ h o is to furnish the means,” asks 
the Santa Itosa Democrat of the K e c o r ii- 
U xion, “ to send the Chinese East ?” 
If 
it Is to be a State appropriation, it cannot 
lie had in ten or twelve months’ time, it 
adds. 
Well, suppose it cannot. 
We have 
been thirty years engaged in building up 
the structure of Chinese lalair, aud we 
may not hope to break down the results of 
our work iu any brief time. 
But, says the 
Democrat, if the money is to he otherwi-e 
raised, why not employ it to send the 
Chinamen out of the country ? 
For two 
perfectly sufficient reasons. 
In the first 
place, if all the Chinese in California to­ 
day were to sail for China to-morrow, the 
Eastern sentim ent would remain the same, 
and forever afterward it would be insisted 
that it was error to deport the Mongolians. 
Secondly, the Chinamen cannot he sent 
away except in accordance witli his own 
desire.

There has never been a more detestable 
scramble aud contest for a picayune office 
than the people of Sacramento are just 
now witnessing in the pothouse political 
raid for the position of Health'Otlicer.

has been demonstrated by extended pub­ 
lished interviews and otherwise, that the 
leading physicians, proper! y-holders, busi­ 
ness men and citizens of Sacramento, with­ 
out regard to party and with singular unan­ 
imity, are in favor of the civil service 
method of retaining the present Health 
Officer, on the ground ibut he has proven 
himself to be the most efficient of any one 
who has ever occupied the position, and 
that he will accomplish more for the sani­ 
tary welfare of the city than any other 
appointee, 
and 
especially 
than 
one 
whose 
selection 
is based solely- upon 
a political barter, the consideraron of 
which is that certain Democratic votes are 
pledged for future delivery, in favor of a 
particular Republican aspirant to office, 
l liis is the size of the present “ cat in the 
meal tub, and it’s as disgraceful a cat as 
ever shamed Sacramento politics, and that 
is saying a great deal. There is no ¡Mrty 
in the matter, for nine-tenths of the Re­ 
publicans of the city are earnestly in fa\-or 
o fth e presentincum bent, who i* a Democrat, 
and this shows the non-partisan sentiment 
and sincerity of the people in their out­ 
spoken demand for his retention.

These overtures are known to liv e been 
refused by several members of the medical 
profession, as they would not accept under 
tlie advance pledge required. 
At the meeting of the Board of Trustees 
yesterday Dr. E. R. Merrill, who lias re­ 
cently settled in practice itere, was elected 
to the vacancy. 
Dr. Merrill requested last 
evening that it be stated that he was not 
pledged to vote for any particular one.

■Washisgton, April 12th.—Iliddleberger 
moved to take up the resolution rc'ating to 
the consideration of executive nominations 
in open session. 
He refused a request to 
permit the Indian appropriation bill to be 
taken up, and he insisted on the aves and 
Hues, which resulted in a defeat of the mo­ 
tion. Ayes 7, noes 51. [This vote is not 
in any sense a test of the strength of the 
open session movement, inasmuch as many 
of its strongest advocates, including Sena­ 
tors I’latte, Teller and Gihson voted in the 
negative.] 
Logan submitted an addition to his reso­ 
lution relating to executive sessions. The 
a d d itio n recites the Senate rules which the 
resolution proposes to amend. 
On motion theSenate went into executive 
session, and the nomination of Senator 
Jackson to be Circuit Judge in the place of 
Judge Baxter was unanim ously confirmed. 
When the doors were opened the Indian 
appropriation bill was taken up. 
On motion of Conger, and after debate 
by Conger. Dawes, Dolph ami Plumb, the 
am ount of appropriation for Indian schools 
in Alaska was increased from $15,000 to 
$20,000. 
The bill was then passed, substantially as 
reported from the committee, and the Sen­ 
ate adjourned. 
H o u s e of R e p r e s e n ta tiv e s . 
W asiiingto:», April 12th. — Morrison, 
from the Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported the bill to reduce the tariff taxes 
and modify the laws in relation to the col­ 
lection of revenue. 
Referred to Committee 
of the Whole. 
McKinley presented the views of the 
minority. 
O'Neill of Pennsylvania asked leave to 
have printed in the lle d ri a protest of em ­ 
ployes, representing 47,000 workmen in a:l 
the States of the Union, against the reduc­ 
tion of the tariff. 
Morrison insisted that the protest be pre­ 
sented through the petition-box. 
Morrison, from the Committee on Rules, 
reported a resolution for the appointment 
of a select committee of seven, to be ap­ 
pointed hv the Speaker, to investigate the 
causes and extent of the disturbed condi­ 
tions now existing in the relations between 
the railroad companies engaged in inter­ 
state commerce and their employes, in the 
States of Illinois. Missouri, Kansas, A r­ 
kansas and Texas. The committee shall 
have pewc-r to send for persons and papers, 
to sit «luring tiie sessions of the House, and 
to visit such places in those States as may 
be necessary in order to facilitate investiga­ 
tion. 
It shall rejiort during the present 
si - on such recommendations as it may 
deem proper to make. Adopted, without 
division. 
Morrison stated that the hill which re­ 
cently passed the House, known as the 
“Arbitration hill," was inadequate in its 
provisions. 
The object of the pending 
resolution was to enable Congress to learn 
the facts of the case so that it might perfect 
its legislation. 
Reagan contended that Congress had no 
more power to regulate questions arising 
between common carriers and their hired 
laborers than questions arising between 
common carriers and their butchers and 
grocers. These were local questions, and 
the fact that one of the parties might be 
engaged in interstate commerce does not 
give Congress jurisdiction over others. The 
question was whether 
the 
Demo-ratic 
House of Representatives would deny and 
repudiate local self government, or whether 
it would assume that the States are no 
longer able to execute their functions. 
Morgan of Mississippi thought that it 
was time the House should dispel the illu­ 
sion in the minds of laboring men—an il­ 
lusion that relief laid in the body of this 
House. Relief could not he found here or 
be aided by anv legislative enactment. 
It 
was the duty of the House to speak at once, 
in order that workingmen might stop and 
pause and consider. 
I’owderiy stood at 
the head of a powerful organization, which 
he endeavored to govern with wisdom. He 
liad been unable to do so, because his sub­ 
ordinates had refused to acknowledge his 
authority. W hat was there to be arbi­ 
trated? They saidtothe railroad company, 
“ We want employment,” and the company 
said, " We don’t want your services.” The 
men said. “ We will arbitrate," and the 
railroad company answered. “ We will not 
arbitrate, because we do not want you.” 
After further dtbate, the resolution was 
adopted without division. 
The District of Columbia appropriation 
hill then passed without discussion or sub­ 
stantial amendment. 
Adjourned.

W ashington, April 12th—Among the 
bills introduced in the House to-day was 
one by Mr. Felton to amend the emigra­ 
tion laws of the United States, which is 
aimed directly to prevent any more Chi­ 
nese from entering this country. It for­ 
bids the landing at any port in the United 
States of any person from a foreign coun­ 
try who is a pauper or felon, or who is in­ 
terdicted from becoming a naturalized citi­ 
zen of the United Slates, and provides a 
penalty for landing or bringing him to any 
American port, by any master of a vessel, 
unless such person can show a description 
ceriificate from a United States Consul. 
It 
also provides for the arrest of any such 
foreigner who cannot he a naturalized citi­ 
zen of the United States wherever found in 
this country who cannot exhibit such a 
certificate.

It is understood that 
his business East is to confer with the 
bondholders’ committee of London, now 
in New York, who are arranging details of 
the proposed transfer of the Oregon and 
California roads to the Central Pacific. So 
far as the company’s officials in this city 
are advised, the reason for the delay in the 
transfer (terms having been agreed on 
nearly a year since) is that (he Central Pa­ 
cific management is not satisfied with what 
the legal status of their new acquisition 
wiil^ic, so far as the Government and the 
Central Pacific is concerned.
